WASHINGTON. (UP). The sen- 
ate judiciary committee by a vote 
of 10 to 8 approved an unfavor- 
able report to the senate on Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's judiciary 
pro- 
gram. The vote came three hours 
after announcement by conserva- 
tix'e Justice Van Devanter that he 
will retire from the court June 2. 
The vote and the retirement 
heightened 
strong 
congressional 


indications that Mr. Roosevelt's 
program is headed for compromise 
revision or outright defeat. 


Senate supporters of the court 
plan, however, refused to concede 
that the announcement by Van 
Devanter .would in any way af- 
fect the outcome. 
Senator Borah said that the 
committee also voted to reject all 
compromise amendments. The only 
changes 
approved 
were 
minor 
clerical corrections.

Harold Kramer, secretary and gen- 
eral manager of the Loup river 
public power district, 
disclosed 
that Guy C. Myers, New York fi- 
nancier, 
was 
negotiating with 
holding companies for purchase 
of Nebraska private power inter- 
ests by the state's three big public 
hydroelectric projects. 
Kramer, here for a meeting with 


officials 
of the 
Platte 
Valley 
(Sutherland) public power and ir- 
rigation district, estimated the 
total cost of buying the private 
companies 
probably 
would 
be 


about §100,000,000. 
The plan would supersede pres- 
ent proposals to integrate the 
Loup, the Sutherland and the cen- 
tral Nebraska (Tri-County) public 
power and irrigation district, he 
explained, and would automatically 
afford a means of power exchange 
between the three projects in one 
big state wide grid or power 
hookup. 
It would be the only such in- 
tegration in the United States. The 
only previous similar transactions 
in which financial interests have 
been active in proposals to ad- 
vance money to public power inter- 
ests have been in Seattle, Los 
Angeles and Puerto Rico. Myers 
also participated in some of these 
arrangements. 
The Nebraska plan calls for is- 
suance of bonds with Wall street 
backing, the securities to be re- 
funded from earnings of the inter- 
connected districts. 


"Of course we're not going to 
pay any fabulous Arabian Nnighta 
price for -these power companies. 
We're going to pay what they're 
worth, and I think the bankers 
who have been approached in ne- 
gotiations thus far know more 
about that than we do," he said. 


The objective of the hydroelec- 
tric districts, he said, "is to make 
Nebraska a model public power 
state. We want the people to get 
the benefit of the 
hydroelectric 


projects and at the same time be 
able to use power from existing 
plants, which would be hooked in 
with our production systems un- 
der this arrangement "

Now to Make Satisfac- 


tory Crop. 


Spring planting is somewhat 


backward. High winds have done 
considerable damage, especially in 
the lighter soils of central and 
western portions. 
Winter wheat 


condition is spotted and much of 
it needs moisture badly, according 
to a mid-month crop statement by 
the Nebraska co-operative crop 
and livestock reporting service. 


Except 
in 
southeastern 
Ne- 


braska and a few other spots, 
winter wheat got a late start due 
to 
winter 
injury 
and 
drouth 


Spring small grain crops were 
planted a httle later than usual. 
Corn planting is also a little later 
than usual due to the cool weather, 
but farmers are in the midst of it 
by this time. Pastures are late ex- 
cept in the more favored areas 
Alfalfa is about normal for this 
date. 


Much of the winter wheat in 
eastern and extreme central Ne- 
braska that was injured badly was 
finally left for harvest even tho 
the stands were very thin. 
The 


condition is very spotted. All the 
wheat, except possibly spots that 
have a fair supply of soil moisture, 
is needing a good rain. In some 
areas where wheat has made a 
good growth, the crop has used 
practically all of the soil moisture 
and is beginning to turn yellow at 
the base. Wheat really needs a

WASHINGTON. (UP). Justice Willis Van Devanter, dean 


of the supreme court conservatives who have voted almost in- 
variably against President Roosevelt's new deal legislation, 
Tuesday announced his retirement from, the supreme bench. 


The announcement of the venerable jurist's intentions was 


made known in a brief note to President Roosevelt. 
Van Devanter, who celebrated 


his 78th birthday April 17, will 
quit the high court post he has 
occupied since Jan. 3, 1911, 
on 
June 2—the day^after the supreme 
court's final session of this term. 


Announcement of Van Devan- 
ter's retirement—a factor of vital

in

drive for enactment of his supreme 
court enlargement plan — came on 
the very day the senate judiciary 
committee was scheduled to meet 
to take,ji final vote on the court 
plan. 


Only Monday the supreme court 


announced that it would quit for 
the year June 1. Van Devanter ap- 
parently had been •waiting only 
for the final decision on a court 
adjournment date in order to an- 
nounce that he was quitting his 
court position. 
Van Devanter, senior in years of 


service to all other members of the 
supreme court and older than any 
other justice except the veteran 
liberal, Louis Brandeis^ long has 
been expected to retire. It •was be- 
lieved he had continued in his 
supreme court post for some time 
longer than he had desired because 
of the constant series of important 
issues placed before the court for 
decision by constitutional tests of 
new deal enactments.

"The continued lack of subsoil 


moisture and a further shortage 
in current surface moisture has 
begun to take a heavy toll from 
wheat crop," Snow said, "and the 
wilting stage is being experienced 
over a widening area in the west 
half 
of Kansas, Nebraska and 


Oklahoma, as evidenced by almost 
universal reports of 'firing' and of 
dried spots in the fields 


"Scattered rainfall has improved 


the eastern third of Nebraska and 
the eastern third of Kansas has 
held its own, but the net change 
for these three states represents 
a crop deterioration of nearly 
30,000,000 bushels." 
Spurred by the reports of heavy 


crop damage, wheat prices went 
into a steep climb here, finishing 
the day's trading 3% to 4% cents 
above Monday's close. Impetus to 
the rise was added by late ad- 
vices of dust storms In Canada.

OF TRI-COUNTY CASE 


Objcctori Aik the Supreme 


Court to Recall Man- • 


date Issued. 


Attorneys for objector* to Tri- 


Oounty public power and irriga- 
tion district water rights filed a 
motion in supreme court Tuesday 
aoklng the tribunal to recall its 
mandate of April 10 dismissing 
the objectors' second appeal, and 
requesting leave to "ile a motion 
for rehearing. 
George H. Turner, clerk of the 


supreme court, said that under its 
rules, the .court would not be able 
to rule on • the motion accom- 
panying, request "before the week 
of June 7. He said permission to 
recall a mandate once issued was 
rarely given. 


The supreme court rejected the 
second appeal of objectors, com- 
prising Platte river riparian own- 
ers and Irrigation ditch compa- 
nies, on the grounds that State 
Engineer A. C. Tilley had handed 
down no final order after holding 
a hearing and because the issues 
substantially were the same as in 
the original action. Tilley imme- 
diately took final action, and pre- 
sumably this was in accordance 
with the mandate.-—-- 
By its second decision, the high 


court permitted' the 
Tri-County 
district to proceed •with plans for 
the construction of the Keystone 
on-river reservoir near Ogallala. 
Bids for a portion of the work 
are to be opened Friday. 
Since the court ruled in April, 
the district filed an application for 
amended direct 
flow irrigation 
rights covering 194,000 acres. A 
surveying crew is completing the 
task of checking the district's sur- 
vey which officials said conformed 
to the court's ^original mandate 
-limiting- irrigation phases to land 
withiriJthe P.latte watershed. 


The objectors -charged that the 
tribunal 
erred in deciding the 
"case on its merits after holding 
it had no jurisdiction," and with 
depriving them of their "cher- 
ished rights and privileges with- 
out their day ii\ court and with- 
out due process of law." 
They contended in three sets of 
briefs accompanying motions for 
rehearing or modification of opin- 
ion, 
the court failed to pass on 
all the issues raised when it con- 
cluded "transwatershed diversion" 
was the controlling factor. 
W. 
V. Hoagland 
of 
North 
Platte, counsel for one-of the pro- 
testing groups, summed up their 
contortions this way: 
"We again call the court's atten- 
tion to the fact that if the opinion 
is allowed to remain iincorrected it 
will permit the 
Tri-County pro- 


moters to divert all of the water 
from the river at North Platte, im- 
pound it in . reservoire for their 
own purposes and later perhaps re- 
ture a part of it to the river far 
down the stream below the lands 
of these appellants, thus making 
a great Sahara ;of the river which 
now runs past bur lands. 
"There will be no difference un- 


der the present appropriation than 
if this court had permitted them to 
take it completely out

Reliable sources 
placed the number of U. S. citizens 
killed while fighting on the gov- 
ernment side at more than 500, or 
30 percent of the 1,700 reported to 
have enlisted since the conflict 
started just ten months ago. 


A few of the volunteers were 


professional air pilots arid techni- 
cians, and a few were soldiers of 
fortune, but the overwhelming ma- 
jority lacked previous military ex- 
perience. 
The largest contingent of Ameri- 


cans in the service of the republic 
has been the 16th infantry, or 
Abraham Lincoln battalion, which 
members of the unit said was re- 
cruited in the United States.

The report revealed also that

other single 
disease A total of 2,581 persons 
succumbed to heart diseases last 
year 
1,569 to cancer, 
1,240 to 


apoplexy, 1.106 to accidental in- 
juries and 998 to pneumonia. 


The birth rate per 1,000 of pop- 


ulation increased from 17.1 in 
1935 to 
17.4 in 1936, but the 


death rate also increased, from 
9.66 to 10.08. 


Dr. Bartholomew said the av- 


erage expectancy of Nebraskans 
is greater than 56.4 years, be- 
cause it is computed on a differ- 
ent basis. 


"The 
expectancy in this state 


is considerably higher than the 
national average," he said.

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WOULD CUT ECONOMICS 


Prof. John Ise, Kansas U., 


Speaks to Professors 


on Campus Here. 


Prof. John Ise of the economics 


department of the University of 
Kansas told a group of economists 
and professors of business admin- 
istration meeting in Social Sciences 
building on the University of Ne- 
braska campus Tuesday afternoon 
that introductory courses in eco- 
nomics, known as "elements of 
economics," probaby 
should be 


eliminated from the college sched- 
ule. In Prof. Ise's opinion, these 
facts are generally taught in ad- 
vanced courses, thus resulting in 
Considerable duplication. 
In place of these three courses, 
the Kansas educator recommended 
that first year students be required 
to take courses in economic his- 
tory, which would give the -student 
a proper background for his later 
advanced work. The speaker la- 
manted the fact that economic de- 
partments have been abandoned by 
many schols, and lauded the schol- 
" 
broadmindedness of Dean J. 
E. LeRossignol, who, he said, was 
not allowing the college of business 
administration at the University of 
Nebraska to become a specialized 
school for fture business /men.

THREE SENTENCED 


TO PENITENTIARY 


Edmund Brick, Elwood Den- 


nison and Ethern Diggle 


Each Given 1 Year. 


Edmund Brick, 26, and Elwood 


Deruaison, 29, were sentenced to 
one year each in the penitentiary 
Tuesday by District Judge Broady 
after pleading guilty to burglary 
of the Henry J. Amen & Sons 
store at 201 F st. on March 21. 
Ethern Diggle, 27, was also sen- 
tenced to one year in "the peniten- 
tiary when he pleaded guilty to 
breaking c'ustody at the peniten- 
tiary last July 27. 


.Diggle had but 7 months and 


21 days of a five year sentence to 
serve. He was sentenced 
from 


Douglas county for auto theft and 
received at the penitentiary 
on 


July 12, 1933. Diggle was appre- 
hended at Hammond, Ind. He was 
brought back April 26. He had a 
job at Hammond and was doing 
so well that the police authorities 
hesitated to pick him up. Warden 
O'Grady said he had some letters 
from them commending Diggle 
for the manner in which he had 
conducted himself since he left 
the penitentiary. 
Warden O'Grady also told Judge 


Broady Diggle had been an ideal 
prisoner up until the time he 
walked away. He. was then an 
outdoor trusty. Diggle wanted his 
sentence to run concurrently with 
the other, but Judge Broady said 
he could not do it, altho if he did 
not have to do so under the law, 
he would hesitate to give him any 
more sentence than he has at 
present. 


The sentence of Brick and Den- 


nison followed senteace last Tues- 
day of Max Green to 15 days in 
jail for receiving part of the prop- 
erty stolen by Brick and Dennison 
from the Amen store. He had first 
been charged with receiving mer- 
chandise to the value of $63.94 but 
the complaint was reduced by 
Co. Atty Towle from a felony to 
a petty larceny charge. He pleaded 
guilty to receiving merchandise 
valued at $20.24.

"It seems 
entirely practical and municipali- 
ties thruout the country will be in- 
terested in seeing whether or not 
it is better than the single man- 
ager type." 
The legislature passed a bill re- 


quiring 'ajinual audits of county 
treasurers and clerks under the 
state auditor, latter authorized to 
employ

accountants—also 


providing for the setting up in 
county offices of a uniform ac- 
counting system. 


"Annual audits are essential and 


extremely important," Craft »id. 


He paid the following: tribute to 


Director Berg who, as city clerk, 
set up an accounting system which 
has drawn favorable comment

city officials 
thruout 
the 
country. 


"Mr. Berg has an exceptionally 


fine system of accounting," said 
Craft, 'and he has the disposition

prompt termination of the war.

VAN DEVANTER TO RETIRE. 
The announcement has 
been 


made in Washington that Willis 
Van Devanter, supreme court jus- 
tice, will retire on June 2. Justice 
Van Devanter was 78 years old in 
April. He has served on the su- 
preme court 
for mqre than 26 


years. He was the dean of the 
court in terms of service, altho 
Justice Brandeis is three years 
older. 


The retirement of Justice Van 


Devanter, the conservative from 
Wyoming, one of that group of 
men who could be depended upon 
to vote conservatively on any ques- 
tion before the court, comes at a 
crucial moment in the fight on the 
president's supreme court reorgan- 
ization plan. The president has in- 
dicated that he wants no compro- 
mise and the growing opposition 
forces are ready to take him at his 
word. 


Justice Van Devanter, by retir- 


ing at this tune, gives the presi- 
dent the chance he wants, the op- 
portunity to appoint a liberal or 
radical member of the court, a 
man who can be depended upon to 
vote with the court liberal bloc 
and make those 5 to 4 Secisions go 
the way the president wants them 
to go. 


Just what moved Justice Van 


Devanter to retire is not clear. The 
complete story of his mental reac- 
tions may never be known. He is 
old and tired. He is permitted to 
retire at full pay. 
These factors 


may have had something to do 
with his decision. Yet it is not at 
all unlikely that he. made up. his 
mind to retire for the purpose of 
saving the court from tampering. 


His retirement gives President 


Roosevelt the chance he needs to 
alter the character of the court. 
Hence this move may forestall leg- 
islation which would give any presi- 
dent, be he better or worse than 
Roosevelt, the power to pack the 
court at almost any time he felt 
the need of doing so to promote 
some legislative program which the 
court refused to endorse. 
Even 


those who fairly tvorship President 
Roosevelt and feel- that he should 
be permitted to have what he wants, 
are hesitant to endorse a. program 
which would give the executive de- 
partment supremacy over the judi- 
cial department at any and all 
times. 


Justice Van Devanter may have 


felt that the least he could do 
would be to sacrifice the strength 
of the conservative 
bloc in the 


court to insure the whole organi- 
zation against future tampering. 
He may have had in mind the wel- 
fare of the country over a long 
period rather than the situation at 
the moment. 


Whether or not Mr. Van De- 


vanter was moved by the spirit of 
sacrifice, his action has the same 
effect as tho he were, and he de- 
serves any credit that might be 
due him should his action forestall 
a court packing plan which would 
destroy the integrity of the su- 
preme court forever. 


FIXING RESPONSIBILITY. 
An educator who has dabbled a 


bit in politics, both practical and 
theoretical, has come to the de- 
fense of the politician. Dr. T. V. 
Smith, a member of the Illinois 
state senate 
and a professor of 


philosophy at the University of 
Chicago, in an address to educa- 
tors at Louisville. Ky., suggested 
that it might be well for the pub- 
lic to revise its estimate of the 
politicians. 


The politician, he pointed out, 


finds himself in a precarious place 
between opposing groups that are 
intent on influencing him to act in 
a manner that would bring advan- 
tage to themselves. That such a 
situation may exist, he finds, is 
to be blamed more upon the public 
than upon the servant of the pub- 
lic who tries to do the bidding of 
his constituents. Those who influ- 
ence or try to influence politicians, 
he holds, are the people to be con- 
demned. In trying to prove that 
point he cites the Teapot Dome 
scandal and says 
that it came 


about not because of the politicians 
but because of people outside of 
politics. 


Possibly Dr. Smith did differ- 


entiate between politicians and 
public office holders, but if he did 
printed reports of what he said do 
not disclose that fact. 
A better 


understanding 
of 
his 
position 


would have been shown by his defi- 
nition of a politician. Many poli- 
ticians never do hold office, never 
seek office for themselves, and are 
not hidebound party men. His Tea- 
pot Dome example therefore is a 
bit confusing. 
He seems to have 


referred to business men who of 
course may or may not be politi- 
cians Politics, the professor said, 
is often 
corrupted by designing 


citizens who would quickly and in- 
dignantly deny any charge of being 
politicians. 


Public servants sh6uld no more 


be permitted to find scapegoats 
on which to lay their own mis- 
deeds outside of office than should 
those outside be permitted to cor- 
rupt politicians and get away un- 
scathed. Office •holders are respon- 
sible to their' constituency 
for 


what they do, regardless of the in- 
| fluencen that dictate their actions. 


If they 
do wrong they are 
to 


blame. They cannot well place the 
blame on those who may not be 
answ erable to the public and them- 
selves escape. 


It is true that pressure on those 


in office has become a serious 
factor in American government, 
but it is no more true than re- 
grettable.- However, those who do 
wrong must still answer for their 
own misdeeds. 


A FOOLISH COMPETITION. 
At the recent meeting of the 


national association of tax assess- 
ors it was reported that 14 states 
are now engaged in competition 
for new or relocated 
industries 


and that the number is increasing 
fast because other states that are 
losing the industries are getting 
into the game themselves in order 
to retain those they now possess 
The lure of low taxation or ex- 
emption from taxation is the 'bait 
used. That it has been successful 
in a number of instances is shown 
by the report made by the gov- 
ernor of Louisiana that following 
the voting of a constitutional pro- 
vision that would exempt industry 
from taxation, where it was newly 
located or where it was exten- 
sively expanded, for a period of 
ten years, over 10 millions has 
been invested in these two ways. 


The idea is not a new one. The 


younger states used various forms 
of subsidies to get industries away 
from the older commonwealths or 
to 
induce their 
establishment 


within their borders. It has not 
been so many years ago that the 
city of Omaha used tax exemption 
or low tax valuations as an in- 
ducement to industry, and whole- 
sale and retail establishments, but 
chambers of commerce have fol- 
lowed for a number of years the 
practice of discouraging bonuses 
to induce factories to locate in 
the cities they represent. 
One 


reason -was that it was found to 
have degenerated into a form of 
racketeering. 


In the long practice, the un- 


soundness of the idea will be made 
evident, but in the meanwhile the 
taxpayers' against whom discrim- 
ination-has been set up-are the 
losers.-They pay the share of gov- 
'ernment costs' that favofed~indu's- 
tries are allowed, to shirk.. The 
practice of the plan by one group 
of states is calculated to force 
the others to enter into the compe- 
tition, with the result that the 
only gainers will be the capitalists 
who have been thus favored, since 
if all offer tax exemption a stale- 
mate results. 


Sound'taxation practices should 


be developed in the opposite direc- 
tion. Instead of increasing the 
number of exemptibns they should 
be decreased. 
Taxation is con- 


stantly growing larger, and the 
higher the levies go the greater 
the 
discrimination in favor of 


those types of property that are 
made exempt. The south is the 
greatest sinner just now. It will 
reap the heaviest whirlwind.

We 
do not talk thru our noses and the 
so-called broad A of the Back Bay 
and Harvard is very seldom heard, 
experts on speech tell us. 
The 
idea that New Englanders talk 
thru their noses is very much ex- 
aggerated. Another cherished idol 
smashed is the Boston accent. We 
do say "Bawston" with a strong 
emphasis on the first syllable, it 
seems, but the broad A supposed 
to be so typical of the Back Bay 
and Harvard is far more an im- 
aginary trait than a real one. 


But if we are innocent of the 
two faults most commonly held 
against us, we do have plenty of 
vocal sins. 
The two commonest 
faults are our tendency to ignore 
our R's whenever we have an op- 
portunity and our habit of talking 
too rapidly. The classic case of 
dropping the R's is that of Hav- 
ahd for Harvard, but the trait goes 
all thru the dictionary—as oystahs 
for oysters, centah 
for 
center, 
stoah for store, ant for ait, 
weathah for weather and so forth. 
But, at that, it is not an unpleas- 
ant habit, once you are accustomed 
to it—and certainly it is better 
than some of the expressions that 
flower in New York, where they 
also ignore the R's but instead 
substituting the ah sound use the 
01—as in woild for world. 


MORE OR LESS PERSONAL. 
There are more than 2,000 per- 
sons registered as lawyers in the 
state, and of that number about 
1,700 are in active practice. 
Of 
these 1,200 belong to the state 
bar association. When the asso- 
ciation took a poll on the question 
of whether, the 
supreme 
court 
should proceed to make rules that 
bring all practitioners under the 
control of the association operat- 
ing under court supervision and 
control, only 750 voted, 595 in 
favor. 
The association tried to 
get the legislature to allow it to 
incorporate, but 
failed. In 18 
states membership is compulsory. 
No authority is to be given to 
fix fees, but the purpose is to 
give plenary power over members 
to force them to follow ethical 
practices and to stop others from 
practicing without a license. 


The governor had considerable 
influence with the legislature, but 
he lost out on a number of im- 
portant battles. 
The legislature 
not only refused to submit a con- 
stitutional amendment that would 
have given the legislature power 
to give the state a monopoly of 
the business of bonding public 
officers, but it took no action on 
his proposal to eliminate the pres- 
ent requirement that 
highway 
contractors give bonds. If these 
had been introduced earlier they 
might have had a chance to reach 
final discussion. 
The 
governor 
says highway bonds are not nec- 
essary, because the state follows 


e practice qf withholding final 
payments until all liens for labor, 
material and sub-contractors have 
been satisfied. 


The death of Elmer B. Stephen- 
son will not be followed by any 
change in the officiary or man- 
agement of the Security Mutual 
Life Insurance company, in which 
he was the prime mover after 
it was taken over nearly 20 years 
ago. In anticipation of his death, 
forewarned by repeated heart at- 
tacks, Mr. Stephenson, in consul- 
taiion with his directors and col- 
leagues, Jiad perfected a perma- 
nent 
organization 
to 
continue 
along the lines followed by the 
company for years.

The headlines tell 
us that it isn't in sight yet and 
May is more than half gone. 


Something reminiscent, of pio- 
neer days may be seen at Camp- 
bell, Neb. It is a pile of bones, 
mostly from cattle that have died 
recently. The bones are piled near 
the" Sepot "for shipment in the near 
future.- Farmers have been bring- 
ing; "th'enV in to "sell. In the early 
history of the state many buffalo 
bones were gathered 
from 
the 
prairies and stacked at the railway 
stations for shipment. They were 
carried east and converted into 
fertilizer. 
One of the first rev- 
enue loads carried by the Burling- 
ton from a west Nebraska 
sta- 
tion when it was building its Den- 
ver main line was buffalo bones. 
They brought the pioneer who 
gathered them about a dollar a 
wagon load. 


Rains have been so spaced this 
spring as to result 
in unusual 
beautification of Lincoln flower 
gardens. Early peonies have joined 
with violets and tulips in bringing 
a profusion of blossoms. The large 
spireas are not yet due, but the 
baby types are well flowered. 
Particularly 
beautiful 
are 
the 


lilacs. Hundreds of these bushes in 
the residential section are in full 
bloom, thick with blossoms. 
The 
hedge around Irving school and 
the adjacent city park has at- 
tracted much admiring comment. 


The Kimball Observer in a re- 
cent issue contains the following in 
a report of an address by Dr. 
A. E. Sheldon before the Co-oper- 
ative club at Omaha: "The use of 
land is the most important plan to 
be considered and agreed upon in 
any society. We need a plan of 
stability giving to each farm fam- 
ily security of home and of ade- 
quate living." Two plans, varying 
widely, should be considered, he 
said. One is the Russian plan of 
holding large blocks of land, using 
the best machinery and best rota- 
tion schemes for crops under the 
finest management available. The 
other is the French system of sub- 
dividing the land into small parts. 
Three factors, the debt "burden, 
depression aftermath and improved 
machinery, said Dr. Sheldon, are ef- 
fecting some changes in Nebraska's 
fundamental farm setup. The size 
of the larger farms is steadily 
growing, the number of farm less 
than 50 acres is increasing, the 
number of tenant farms and acre- 
age is increasing, the 
mortgage 


' farm debt is increasing and the in- 
terest rate is dropping but the tax 
rate is increasing, he said. The 
total interest charge annually on 
Nebraska farm mortgages is $24,- 
000,000, he dteclared. 


Our sin of talking too rapidly 


is, however, a more serious busi- 
ness. Down south, wheie a drawl- 
ing habit is really characteristic 
and often 
delightful on certain 
lips, folk talk as a rule at the rate 
of less than 100 words a minute. 
Out west, too, Americans talk 
more leisurely, usually at only 75 
or SO words to a minute. Here in 
New England we race along, 
hardly stopping for breath, at 
speeds well up to 125 words a 
minute 
Miss Anna Griffin, whose 
job is teaching telephone operat- 
ors to speak correctly, reports that 
studies of telephone conversations 
show common speeds of as much 
as 378 words in the three-minute 
period. That speed is actually the 
average for New Englanders—and 
some of us go even faster. 


We, as a section, are commonly 


guilty of lazy lips, stiff jaws and 
sleepy tongues. We do not work 
at our talking. For example, says 
Miss Griffin, try this. Open your 
mouth slightly and, hardly moving 
your law, or tongue or lips, say a 
few sentences. 
"The jumble of 
sound is, of course, an exaggera- 
tion of how mnny New England- 
ers do talk habitually—but it is 
the way we do say our words with 
our teeth close together, our lips 
hardly moving and our tongues 
almost sound asleep."

Prepaternal Hygiene. 


I am an expectant father, writes 
an eastern correspondent, if you 
know what I-mean.... 


Boy, I know. What is more I 


might add that you haven't experi- 
enced any anxiety yet. Being an 
expectant father Is mere~ child's 
play compared with- being -an ex- 
pectant grandpa—a grandprimipa- 
rum twice" in one year. There is 
one bit of advice I want to give 
right at the outset. It is this. Put 
the case in the hands of the best 
doctor you know at the earliest 
possible moment and permit no one 
else to interfere or offer sugges- 
tions of any kind. I followed that 
course with my first baby, and 
it gave me a great deal of com- 
fort and assurance. Only coinci- 
dence that I picked myself as the 
doctor—naturally I would, don't 
you think? Another great advan- 
tage in employing a 
physician 
early is that you shift onto "his 
shoulders all the worrying—a doc- 
tor may do a good deal of quiet 
worrying but it is all more or less 
in the line of duty or business with 
him, so it doesn't break down his 
health. I think I did enough quiet 
worrying for my first baby to 
serve for a crecheful of ordinary 
babies, but thruout the ordeal I 
was sustained by the knowledge 
that ours was the best doctor in 
the county. (I hope this does not 
come to the eye of that dentor who 
wrote the other day about my un- 
adulterated egotism.) 
--This correspondent continues: I 
ajn'_ naturally quite nervous, and 
fear any excitement or undue anxi- 
ety at this time might have a bad 
effect on my health and the baby's. 
For the benefit of myself and other 
young men in a similar predica- 
ment, please suggest suitable diet, 
exercise and whatever other good 
hygiene you think the expectant 
father should have. (T. J. L.) 


The expectant father should take 
a bread and milk diet supper or 
dinner whatever you call the main- 
meal) two or three days a week, to 
give the little woman a rest from 
cooking and to encourage her to 
take her da^ily quart of milk—for 
she must take a quart of milk 
every day without any fooling. 
If he smokes he had 
better 
switch now to a pipe and tobacco 
costing less than a dollar a pound, 
for he is going to need every penny 
for that little stranger who is com- 
ing for a long visit, and one-third 
of a man's cigaret or cigar money 
—which he throws away—will buy 
shoes and choo-choo cars and even 
a. life insurance policy which will 
some day pay for the baby's edu- 
cation. 


Every day when the expectant 
father comes home he should bring 
some fresh fruit, whatever is m 
season or on the market at reason- 
able cost, or some fresh 
green 
salad stuff—such as lettuce cab- 
bage, any kind of greens, for these 
are as important in the prospective 
mother's diet as is milk. In fact 
she can't get along very well with- 
out them.

UNICAMERAL DISCUSSION. 


By Senator Brady. 


"In my opinion, the greatest con- 
structive accomplishment that has 
come from 
the 
unicameral is 


method of committee studies and 
their reports. In the previous ses- 
sions under the old two house 
system committees were handled in 
a haphazard way, with very little 
constructive thought coming back 
to the floor of what the committee 
really found out. Under the old 
system it was" very easy for a 
chairman of a committee not to 
call a committee meeting and to 
sit on bills and keep them from 
reaching general file, and the gen- 
eral public was never sure that 
particular bills would be considered 
on particular days. Under the pres- 
ent system fivb days' notice of 
public hearing is given so that any 
citizen 6f the state may plan in 
advance to attend the committee 
hearing and be assured of a com- 
plete and impartial hearing before 
the committee. This is conducive of 
bringing out every angle involving 
the bill, regardless of how much 
time was consumed. 
"By having the entire afternoon 
devoted to the study of legislation 
in the committees a more careful 
study was" made because every 
member of that committee would 
attend the 
committee meeting:, 
since there was no other work to 
interfere. 
Then in addition the 
committees were so selected that 
no conflicts existed, yet every 
member served upon one commit- 
tee each day of the week. The com- 
mittee reports were a decided im- 
provement over the old system. 
This method of reporting bills may 
be improved upon by a more sys- 
tematic study of the measures, a 
practice that will result in still 
greater benefit to the legislature. 
"I feel that in the coming session 
a uniform committee report will be 
adopted, showing three things — 
the intent of the legislation, the 
research done on .the legislation, 
and the committee findings. 
"I believe that the rank and file 


will agree that this new system of 
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committee hearings has effectively 
brought the business of legislation 
into the open, and has caused the 
true meaning; of the acts to be 
brought out in the open, 
"The' question has frequently 
been asked during the session, 
"Would the leadership on the floor 
have been better if controlled from 
a political standpoint?" This ques- 
tion I do not believe can be an- 
swered in a single session, and the 
success or failure of the uni- 
cameral legislature will be known 
only after a fair trial of two or 
three sessions. It is my film con- 
viction that 'intelligent leadership 
in legislation can come only from 
a clear understanding of the fac- 
tual data upon which constructive 
legislation is based. The sincerity 
and honesty of purpose must be 
manifested by the leadership."

"In my eleven sessions never did 
I serve with a better group of 
men. I may truthfully say it was 
the best. As everyone knows we 
were elected on a non-political 
ballot. In my mind, this- is a mis- 
take. It left the legislature with- 
out leadership. 
It is my belief 
that the constitution should be 
amended to provide for election 
of members in. the old political 
way if the unicameral is to long 
exist. 
"Members should be elected by 
party with party responsibility 
back of them and a platform to 
hold them in line. This, to me, is 
essential since the governor is 
elected on a party ticket. While 
it is true that most legislation, in 
the final analysis, is passed along 
non-political lines, I consider the 
party check extremely valuable. 
• "One criticism, I believe, justly 
applies to the drawing up of bills 
in their original form. Few of 
them were acceptable to commit- 
tees. They were amended and re- 
written until it was difficult to 
recognize them—process 
taking 
time and money. Some members 
paid little attention to the reading 
of bills. 


"There was much trading dur- 
ing the session just closed. 
Per- 
haps it was done unconsciously 
but the facu nevertheless remains 
that there was a lot of 'you vote 
for my bill and I'll vote for yours.' 
Certainly 
too much time was 
was wasted in discussion of unim- 
portant 
bills, 
latter 
generally 
classed as chicken feed. 
On the 
whole, however, the first uni- 
cameral will compare favorably 
with preceding sessions."

"In the main this assembly has 
met its responsibilities in a justi- 
fiable manner. One criticism that 
might be directed is that it has 
held unnecessarily "long. An argu- 
ment in favor of the unicameral is 
that the length, of time might be 
considerably reduced from former 
sessions. There were many who 
expressed the fear the unicameral 
would act hastily on matters of 
major importance. The people of 
the state would very much prefer 
that the legislature proceed care- 
fully and deliberately and are not 
so much concerned about the 
length of the session. 


"Regardless 
of our individual 
views of the wisdom of social se- 
curity measures the public appar- 
ently favors continuance of these 
policies as they have been adopted 
into the 
social 
and 
economic 
structure of the state. The drouth 
has increased the difficulties of 
the legislature in that it resulted 
in increased^ maintenance of the 
activities of the state at a time 


when the load of taxation i« most-* 
burdensome. 
"Perhaps the present sessior 
has 
gone further in 
enacting 
regulatory legislation than pre- 
vious sessions. Some time will b« 
required 
to know for 
certain 


whether these regulatory 
meas- 
ures are desirable and practical. 
"When we realize that this type 


of legislation is in vogue in all 
law making bodies during this pe- 
riod of stress and economic read- 
justment, it would seem that the 
change in our legislative branch, to 
the one house assembly, should not 
be held responsible in conveying 
added authority to government 
and increasing the state's activi- 
ties. 
These varied and compli- 


cated proposals require time for 
careful study. This type of legis- 
lation has come with the changing 
times. 


One of the main tests of the 
success of Nebraska's new legisla- 
tive setup will come when the.as- 
sembly attempts to take some ac- 
tion against the pressure existing 
by organized minority groups. Ex- 
perienced 
legislators 
generally 
agree that this pressure has been 
more pronounced since^ there are 
fewer members to contact. 
"It may be stated in favor of the 
unicameral that each member \M 
compelled to accept full responsi- 
bility and does not" have a chance 
of shifting the blame to another 
body where, by clever maneuvli. 
ing, a bill could be killed or re- 
vised 
in 
conference committee 
when it was certain to be ac- 
ceptable to either the house or 
senate. 


"It would be premature for one 
session to attempt to answer the 
question, 'What do you think of 
the unicameral?' To give a fair 
and intelligent analysis will re- 
quire at least two more sessions 
and the present system should be 
given a fair and impartial test. 


"One popular suggestion is that 
the assembly should be increased 
to 80 or, 90 members. This may 
prove to be the most desirable 
change. A representative in a law 
making body should be just what 
the word implies, mainly to repre- 
sent the people. It seems logical 
that more equitable laws will en- 
sue when different industries, oc- 
cupations and professions 
have 
more complete representation. 
"The success of a business en- 
terpiise depends largely on its 
management. 
The success of the 
unicameral depends on the per- 
sonnel of its membership. 
This 
is apparent with the smaller num- 
ber. 
The handiwork of the first 
session is now ready for the ap- 
proval of the citizens of Nebraska. 
Their 
appraisal 
will 
determine 
whether or not the unicameral has 
performed a good job and is a 
practical method of law making."

Started With Public Funds, 


Virgin Islands Distillery 


Breaks Regulations.

WASHINGTON. — (Copyright). 
Not content with the use of public 
funds to put the United States gov- 
ernment into the business of sell- 
ing rum, the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration has now permitted 
the 


Virgin Islands rum distillery to 
use selling arguments which it 
will not permit American rum 
makers or distillers to use. 
This contradiction has been called 
to the attention of the federal 
alcohol administration, but appar- 
ently the influence and pressure of 
other government agencies is such 
as to enable the rum to be sold 
under a system of special favors 
which private producers cannot 
enjoy. 


One rum distributor — A. K. 
Hamilton & Co., of New York—has 
written the federal alcohol admin- 
istration a series of letters begin- 
i ning about April 10 with the hope 
of preventing unfair competition, 
but to no avail. 
"Competing 
with the federal 
grovernment at best is a difficult 
Job," Mr. Hamilton ' writes this 
correspondent, "but to make mat- 
ters worse, you will be interested 
to know that the federal govern- 
ment in the short time since in- 
troducing government rum on the 
market has already violated cer- 
tain regulations to which we, their 
competitors, are subject." 
Mr. Hamilton's first telegram 
April 10 to the federal alcohol ad- 
ministration asked: "Does the fed- 
eral government's engaging in the 
rum business in competition with 
private industry allow it to violate 
the federal alcohol administration 
regulations?" 


No Age on Bottles. 


Enclosed with the telegram was 
an announcement made by the ad- 
ministration's rum selling agency 
to the effect that the rum is "one

methods" in their fight on public 
power developments. "No one else 
has gone so far to defeat the will 
of the people," he exclaimed.

RAILROAD REVENUES 


SHOW AN INCREASE 


Up 30 Percent in Past Year 


for the Carriers of/ 


Nebraska. 


Figures taken from the annual 


reports, of the various 
railroad 


companies operating in Nebraska, 
and summarized by the rate de- 
jartment of the railway commis- 
sion, shows that in 1936 operating 
revenues increased from $55,180,- 
742 in 1935 to $68,106,449, Awhile 
operating expenses increased from 
$44,634.297 to $51,938,990: 
This 


left net revenues from operation 
at $16,167,458 as compared with 
510,546,445 
the preceding year. 


This net revenue, it is explained, is 
not a final net income figure, as 
from it must be deducted taxes, 
uncollectible revenue and other 
.terns. Operating revenues include 
freight, passenger, mail, express, 
milk, switching and special service 
trains. 


The largest increase was in pas- 


senger earnings., these jumping 
from $3,903,000 in 1935 to $5,228,- 
000 in 1936. Freight revenues in- 
creased from $46,125,000 to $57,- 
309,000 in 1936. Total passenger 
and freight 
revenues 
increased 


from, $50,108,000 to $62,538,000. 
Taxes remained the same, $3,000,- 
M)0 in round numbers. 


Back in 1920 the total revenues 


of the carriers were 119 millions, 
or nearly twice as much as in 
1936. In that year freight reve- 
nues, now 57 millions, were 83 mil- 
ions, while passenger revenue, 
;hen 
23 millions, is now but a 


fourth of that sum. In the 17 
years between the two dates oper- 
ating expenses were cut in half, 
a large proportion of the reduction 
3eing represented in labor costs, 
wages paid, the decline in business 
necessitating fewer employes. 


Revenues started slipping after 


1920, 
and by 1929 had dropped to 


L04 millions. Between 1930 and 
1931 the drop was 20 millions, and 
n the next year the decrease was 
23 millions more. During the four 
years from 1932 and 1935 inclu- 
sive the revenues fluctuated be- 
:ween 51 and 55 millions. Taxes, 
in the 17 years, have i>een, cut but 
a fourth.

Retirement Was Forecast. 


Retirement of one or more of 


the present justices of the supreme 
court had beeiv forecast ever since 
President Roosevelt first proposed 
his plan to increase membership 
on the tribunal to as high as 15. 


Often reported in ill health, the 


jurist has been said to be desirous 
of retiring, but remained on the 
bench at the insistence of his as- 
sociates, because of his judicial 
knowledge particularly in matters 
affecting the court's jurisdiction. 


The date of June 2 was selected 


presumably because it is the day 
after the court meets for the last 
time this term. It will thus not in- 
terfere with the court's delibera- 
tions on, cases pending before it. 


The date of retirement will per- 


mit Van Devanter to vote on the 
validity of old age pensions. But 
there 
was 
some 
speculation 


whether he would do so, inasmuch 
as his vote might control the valid- 
ity or invalidity of the law. 


Van Devanter received his first 


appointment to the federal judici- 
ary from President Theodore Roos- 
evelt, when he was named to the 
eighth circuit court of appeals. It 
was while on this bench that he

Many Famous Opinions. 


Van Devanter was author 
of 
many famous opinions while on the 
supreme court. 
One of the most 


outstanding was the opinion up- 
holding the validity of the Vol- 
stead act and the 18th amendment 
in the first Rhode Island test cases. 


The opinion, on such a highly 


controversial subject, was widely 
criticized. 
Even in legal circles 


and on the bench itself some fault 
was found because the court did 
not set down the reasoning which 
led to its various conclusions. 


Perhaps the best commentary on 


this dispute, however, was the fact 
that the court never again found 
itself obliged to pass on the basic 
question until 1931, in the Clarke 
case. At that time, with the per- 
sonnel 
of 
the 
court 
greatly 


changed, the decision was unani- 
mously apporved. 


Once an active sportsman, Van 


Devanter limited his activities in 
recent years to fishing and/ duck 
hunting. 
Recently a game war- 


den found him hunting without a 
license. 


Prior to the death of Mrs. Van 
Devanter in Europe in 1934, both 
were active in Washington social 
circles. 


By the AhHoclatcd Press. 


Chief Justice Hughes called the 


retirement of Van Devanter 
a 


"most serious loss to the court." 


The chief justice said: 
"His long judicial experience, his 


extraordinary 
memory 
and his 


grasp of precedents, his acumen 
and fairness enabled him tr render 
a service of inestimable value ir 
our deliberations, while his equa- 
ble temperament, his tact and un- 
failing kindliness made him an 


ideal associate. 
We shall greatly 


miss him." 
Van Devanter wrote this letter 


to Mr. Roosevelt: 


"My dear Mr. President: 
"Having held my commission as 


an associate justice of the supreme 
court of the United States, and 
served in that court for 26 years, 
and having come to be 78 years 
of age, I desire to avail myself of 
the rights, privileges and judicial 
service specified in the 
act 
of 


March 1, 1937, entitled, 'An act to 
provide for retirement of justices 
of the supreme court,' and to that 
end I hereby retire from regular 
active service on the bench—this 
retirement toxbe effective on and 
after the second day of June, 1937, 
that being the day next following 
the adjournment of the present 
term of the court. 


"I have the honor to remain, 
"Very respectfully yours, 
"(Signed) Willis Van Devanter. 
"The president." 
(The act to which the justice 


referred permits justices over 70 
to retire at full pay—$20,000 an- 
nually.) 
WASHINGTON. 
(UP). Presi- 


dent Roosevelt feels the resigna- 
tion of Justice Van Devanter leaves 
the administration's program, to 
enlarge the supreme court' stand- 
ing with a score of "one up and 
five to go," a source close to the 
white house revealed. 
The political interpretation of 


Van Devanter's retirement in the 
words of golf 
means that 
Mr. 


Roosevelt counted the action as a 
one-sixth victory in his plan to 
add six justices to the U. S. su- 
preme court. 


The source said the 
president 


was surprised "only to a degree" 
by Van' Devanter's message. "I 
think the timing surprised him" 
the source said. 
The white house answered a 
short "no comment" to questions 
regarding appointment of a pos- 
sible successor to the retiring jus- 
tice. 
The president wrote the follow- 


ing letter accepting Van Devan- 
ter's resignation in long-hand pen- 
cil, 
had it typewritten and sent it 


to the retiring justice: 


"My dear Mr. Justice Van De- 


vanter: 
"I have received your letter of 
this morning telling me that you 
are retiring from regular 
active 


service on the bench on June 2 
1937. 


"May 
I as one who has had the 


privilege oi knowing you for many 
years, extend to you every good 
wish. 
"Before you leave Washington 


for the summer, it would give me 
great personal pleasure if you 
would come in to see roe. 


"Very sincerely yours, 


"FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT."

Kramer said rates could be re- 
duced materially without endan- 
gering the districts'-^ability to re» 
pay the cost of purchasing- the 
private companies. 
He outlined this physical de- 


scription of Nebraska power dis- 
tribution if the negotiations are 
successful: 


The Platte Valley district would 


control'facilities now owned by the 
Western Public Service company 
of Scottsbluff and North Platte. 
the western end of property now 
controlled. * by the Northwestern 
Public Service company of Huron, 
S. D., and lines of the Central 
Nebraska 
Power 
company of 


Grand Island. 


The Tri-County would handle 


lines now owned by the Iowa-Ne- 
braska Light & Power company 
of Lincoln and the "Southern Ne- 
braska company" which Kramer 
thought had headquarters at Su- 
perior. 


The Loup would control lines of 


the Nebraska Power company of 
Omaha and the eastern end of the 
Northwestern Public Service fa- 
cilities. 


Under plans worked out by the 


individual hydroelectric districts 
with Myers, who represents all 
three districts in the financial ne- 
gotiations, taxes would continue 
to be paid on any private property 
transferred to district ownership. 


"Of course," Kramer explained, 


"we don't want to retain control 
of the distribution systems in in- 
dividual cities if the municipalities 
want to buy them. Eventually, -we 
hope many of the municipalities 
will take over the lines and run 
their own systems." 


Such a development •would per- 
mit the cities to purchase cheap 
power from the districts, whose 
enlarged 
production 
facilities 


would enable continuous flow of 
electricity. 


Thus Kramer pictured the pos- 


sibility that the city of Lincoln, 
which already has a municipal 
power plant, might at some time 
take over the lines, now private!^ 
owned, which the districts hope to 
buy. 
In the same way the Metro- 


politan Utilities district of Omaha 
could 
establish 
control over 
a 
larger and more complete distribu- 
tion system. 


Altho the districts have no joint 


agreement regarding the purchase 
plan, each has a "complete under- 
standing" 
with 
Myers, Kramer 


said. To Integrate Projects. 


The effect of the purchase plan, 


if completed, probably would be 
to nullify previous failures to ob- 
tain an integration and intercon- 
nection agreement between the 
districts. 
"We would exchange power and 


there would be a free interchange 
of electricity," he explained, "but 
there would be no interflow of 
funds. Each of us would liquidate 
separately, and we would operate 
without an exchange of funds." 


Previous attempts 
among the 


districts to tie together in one big 
power grid were balked by injunc- 
tion proceedings brought by the 
same power companies it is now 
proposed to purchase. The injunc- 
tion action is pending in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia court of appeals. 


- Kramer, indicated operation de- 
tails were well worked out. If the 


purchase i» completed, he said "We 
intend to keep the same personnel 
now managing the private com- 
panies, except possibly for the ex- 
treme high salaried positions. 


"We would establish civil service 


for other employes 
and no one 


would lose his job by the transfer 
to public ownership. Instead, the 
interchange or power would make 
Nebraska electricity rates cheaper 
and distribution more efficient." 


Leader In New Move. 


Confirmation by officials of Ne- 
braska's public power district of- 
ficials that they are negotiating to 
buy the major private electrical 
systems in the state put Nebraska 
Into the front ranks of what fed- 
eral officials have called a new 
trend in the power industry. 


Commenting at Washington re- 
cently, Secretary of the Interior 
Ickes pointed to what he termed a 
reversal of- the trend which once 
found private finance shying away 
from dealings with publicly owned 
electrical systems. Ickes saw a 
willingness on the part of bankers 
to loosen credit for 
municipal 


power plants and to advance funds 
for 
purchase 
private 
company 


property by public bodies. 


Disclosure 
of 
the ' statewide 


power exchange plan under which 
Nebraska's threl big PWA fi- 
nanced 
hydroelectric 
projects 


would buy private power company 
property constituted the first oc- 
casion on which it has been pro- 
posed to finance the power facili- 
ties of an entire state with bank- 
ing capital. 


The public districts, under the 


plan would issue revenue bonds 
totaling between 75 and 100 million 
dollars to finance the purchase of 
the Nebraska Power company of 
Lincoln, the Western Public Ser- 
vice company of North Platte 
and Scottsbluff, and the Central 
Power company of Grand Island 
and Nebraska City. 


The public power districts, the 


paper also said, have authorized 
their bankers to make the EJur- 
chase if a satisfactory price agree- 
ment can be 
reached, and 
the 
bankers have held preliminary 
conferences -with the holding com- 
panies 
controlling 
the 
private 


concerns. The holding companies 
involved are Electric Bond and 
Share, controlling the Nebraska 
Power company; United Light and 
Power controlling the Iowa-Ne- 
braska 
company; 
Stone 
and 


Webster, 
inc., controlling 
the 


Western Public Service company, 
and Middle West Service corpora- 
tion, 
controlling 
the 
Central 


Power company. 


Under the plans the Central Ne- 


braska public power and irriga- 
tion district (Tri-County) 
\v.iuld 


probably take over the Iowa-Ne- 
braska 
company; 
the 
Platte 


Valley public power and irrigation 
district the Western Public Serv- 
ice company, 
and the 
Central 


Power company, and the Loup 
river public district the Nebraska 
Power company. 


L. R. King, president and gen- 
eral manager of the Iowa-Nebras- 
ka Light and Power company, 
Monday night commented as fol- 
lows on the proposed power tieup: 
"This grandiose scheme makes it 
look as if the PWA has come to 
the conclusion that the three hy- 
dro-electric plants are a failure 
otherwise. They have evidently 
hatched this scheme to make the 
projects seem more sound than 
they have heretofore appeared."

ANCIENT LAWSUIT 
ARGUED 


Drainage District Still Fight- 


ing Court Order. 


The supreme court heard argu- 


ments Tuesday on the appeal of 
Drainage District No. 1 of Rich- 
ardson county, enjoined by James 
P. Mooney and landowners from 
proceeding to 
dissolve 
•without 


having proceeded, as ordered by 
the supreme court two years ago, 
to expand the outlet into the river 
by 20,000 cubic feet per second. 
The district is located in the lower 
Nemaha river valley, and for seven 
years the land owners have been 
trying to get the outlet enlarged 
so that their lands will not be 
flooded. 
All other drainage dis- 
tricts up the valley have straight- 
ened their ditches so that an in- 
creased amount of water is poured 
into No. 1. 
After the land owners secured 
thes upreme court order three 
years ago, the legislature passed 
a law, of which the district now 
seeks to take advantage, which, 
they say, permits it to dissolve 
without making the improvement. 
Its lawyers argued that being a 
creature of the legislature it must 
do as the legislature says. The 
land owners' lawyers insist that 
the law does not take away their 
right to have the outlet, enlarged^ 
before the district is dissolved, and 
that if it attempts to do so it is 
unconstitutional. 
They say that 
their judgment constitutes an out- 
standing debt that must be re- 
tired before dissolution can take 
place. The district says that the 
improement would cost $152,000 
and that the cost would exceed the 
benefits, thereby becoming confis- 
catory.

Saves Many Lives ' ~ 


The lives of many children will 


now be saved by this method of 
giving protection. It must not be 
lorgotten, as I have told you, that 
this disease is a common cause for 
fatal cases of bronchitis, pneu- 
'monia and bronchial-pneumonia. 
The danger of these complications 
is particularly dangerous in the 
very young child. 
It is most 


feared, too, in the anemic and un- 
dernourished youngster. 


Whooping cough is caused by a 


germ known as the "bacillus per- 
tussis". The incubation period, the 
time before exposure and the ap- 
pearance of the symptoms, is 10 
days, but sometimes the symptoms 
do not appear for a very much 
longer time after exposure. 


At first the child appears to have 
a mild cold and has a cough. Fre- 
quent sneezing, running eyes, run- 
ning nose and changes in the voice 
should arouse suspicion of infec- 
tion. But the cough is the most 
important sign. It is a dry and ir- 
ritating one. As the disease pro- 
gresses, the cough comes on in 
paroxysms with the characteristic 
"whoop".

Messrs. Garner and

heart, and grieved for every man 
who fell in the Civil war. 
Portraying this country as one 
gifted with every variety of soil 
and climate, producing flowers and 
fruits 
and golden grain, 
with 


every precious metal in its soil, 
the speaker reconstructed the pio- 
neer period of the midwest, and 
told the Civil war veterans' part 
in building up this region. They 
were the first to take homesteads 
here. 


Touching on the new era of 
science, where the impossible was 
forever happening, where truth 
was more exciting and fascinating 
than the strangest fiction, Judge 
Cosgrave pointed out the new 
dangers from within and lauded 
the old soldiers and their allied 
societies for their part in fighting 
these perils.

" My partner maintains that I was 


' fixed ' by the opponents' psychic bid' 
ding; that my takeout of the two 
no trump double and redouble tc 
three spades was a show of weak 
ness and that, therefore, he though! 
three spades was the limit of out 
hands. I made the three spade bid 
because, while I knew that the op- 
ponents must be doing some psychic 
bidding, I was afraid that they could 
control the opening lead and run oft 
a long, solid minor suit. I claim that 
after I had bid three spades there 
was no excuse for South to stop one 
short of game. Who was right? 
" Yours very truly, 


"R. V. P., Minneapolis." 
Your partner was right. It was 


all very well for you to decide that 
the opponents could control the open- 
ing lead and then run off something 
like a seven card diamond suit, but 
in making such a decision you were, 
in effect, calling your own partner a 
nitwit. He had taken positive action 
over the two no trump bid, action 
that flatly stated he did not fear two 
no trump. Why should you be the 
"smart" player 
of your 
team? 


Couldn't partner size up the bidding, 
also, and if he thought there was 
any chance of the catastrophe you 
mentioned, either go on with his own 
bidding or pass for your decision? 
I agree with your partner that your 
takeout actually showed not' what 
was in your mind but a very weak 
hand, a hand so weak that you could 
not cooperate in the defense of two 
no trump. That being so, i consider 
his stop at three spades correct. 
I call your attention to the fact 


that, even with the diagnosis you had 
made of the situation, after partner's 
strong bidding, to be consistent you 
might have jumped to four spades. 
As a matter of fact, you should not 
have taken out the double at all, but 
waited until the opponents showed 
up their own psychic by running.

two or three inch rain immediately 
to

Owing to the lack of subsoil mois- 
ture, rains of an inch or less do 
not suffice. 
High winds have done a.' lot of 
damage, particularly on the lighter 
soils in central and western sec- 
tions where moisture has been 
very deficient. Much damage to 
spring wheat from blowing was 
noted in western counties and 
even winter wheat that 
finally 


survived the winter has been dam- 
aged. 


Spring grains in eastern Ne- 
braska are looking good at pres- 
ent out they will also need more 
moisture betore long. Some of the 
pastures and alfalfa are better in 
eastern Nebraska than they have 
been for some time but more mois- 
ture will soon be needed to main- 
tain the present condition. 


Sandhill pastures are a,lso back- 
ward. 
There is considerable evi- 
dence of damage from blow outs, 
especially in areas that have been 
heavily pastured. More moisture 
and warmer weather would im- 
prove sandhill pastures.
